JERUSALEM, Monday. March SI 
PP — Explosions and flames swept 
the Haifa waterfront today as Brit­ 
ish troops transferred to Cyprus- 
Wound transports the first of nearly 
1000 uncertified Jewish Immigrants 
rescued a few hours earlier from a 
distressed refugee ship. 
Fires following the explosions rag­ 
ed in the port area about two miles 
from the docks where the immi­ 
grants were being put aboard the 
transports by British troops carry­ 
ing pick handles. 
A quarter-mile area was burning 
In the neighborhood of installations 
of the Consolidated Refineries and 
Shell

The schooner, named Moledeth 
(Hebrew for “Fatherland”) and for­ 
merly called the San Felipe, sent 
out a distress message. British naval 
vessels, which had been shadowing 
the Moledeth through the Eastern 
Mediterranean, raced to the scene 
and removed 750 of the passengers 
crammed on the schooner's decks. 
This action was believed to have 
•verted a major disaster. 
Jews in Haifa were aware that 
the Moledeth was in trouble. When 
the distress message was intercepted 
by radio receivers there. 60,000 Jew­ 
ish residents blacked out their sec­ 
tion of the port city as a gesture of 
sympathy. British troops immedi­ 
ately took up defense positions 
•waiting the arrival of the refugees. 


^ ^ .T h e explosions occurred after • 
destroyer brought 400 of the 
TSO immigrants removed from the 
Moledeth. The rest of the refugees 
were following on another destroyer 
and on the Moledeth herself. The 
schooner was being towed to Haifa 
by a minesweeper. 
The Moledeth. built in 1876, has 
normal passenger accommodations 
few 30 persons. When British sailors 
came alongside to aid her they 
found 1.550 persons jammed into the 
•hip. 
Engineers from a British destroyer 
boarded the Moledeth with pumps 
and removed a considerable amount 
of water which it had been taking 
rapidly. 
The Moledeth committee then 
asked for a tow into Haifa and a 
British minesweeper was provided 
for that purpose.

Bombay Riot 
Toll Placed 
At 40 Dead 


M k t EM Disorders 
By Firing Into Crowds 


BOMBAY, Monday. March l l —UP) 
—Forty persons were killed and 137 
wounded yesterday in communal 
riots that broke out In four differ­ 
ent section* of Bombay, the pro­ 
vincial director of information an­ 
nounced today. 
Similar riots occurred tai greater 
Calcutta and Cawnpore, causing at 
least nine deaths and m m than 
SO other casualties. 
The Bombay disorders between 
Hindus and Moslems were brought 
under control only after police fired 
Into crowds in various sections of 
the city on ID occasions. A cur­ 
few was put into effect to dear 
the streets of the rioters. 
A. A. Caff in. Bombay chief of 
police, said the local military or­ 
ganization had been ordered to stand 
by for duty later today when the 
curfew is lifted. 
Newsmen touring Bombay streets 
saw Catlin's police riflemen and 
Lathi (long tuff) squads move Into 
areas where screaming rioters aban­ 
doned their activities and fled, leav­ 
ing only the litter of disorders un­ 
der the light of overhead gas lights. 
Rumors as to the cause of the 
fighting, all of them unconfirmed, 
swept the city Immediately. Hie 
report receiving the most circula­ 
tion was that a funeral procession 
of one community had attacked a 
house of worship of another, but 
the stories varied ss to which eom- 
munlty hod made the attack. 
On* hospital reported It had re­ 
ceived seven persons suffering from 
stab wounds, one of whom died.

TO date, 49 senators have an­ 
nounced that they will support the 
nominations of Lilienthal and his 
colleagues, while 27 have taken a 
public stand against them.

Ellis said he informed the 
passengers of the situation, 
then as a precautionary mea­ 
sure radioed for fire trucks, 
ambulances and other emer­ 
gency vehicles to stand by at 
th# field.

of dead men they found. The 14 
bodies were lying flat as if the men 
had been gasping for the last breath 
of good air before deadly gases took 
their lives. 
One man had scooped a small 
hole in the damp floor of the tunnel, 
burrowed his face into it and cup­ 
ped his helmet over his head. The 
bodies were in a large room near the 
end of a system of tunnels, between 
three and four miles west of the 
main shaft. 
Rescuers said IS of the notes were 
written on paper and one 
chalked on a small slab of slate 
The slate note was signed “Ned 
Jackson” and read "Dr. T. Help 
Elna and Dickie.”

He de­ 
clined to say on what occasions 
the broadcasts had been misdirect­ 
ed.

WASHINGTON. March 30 (A*) 
Secret testimony that Turkey, even 
more than Greece, is the key to 
any move to halt the spread of 
Communism in the Mediterranean 
is before the Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee. 
Administration 
lieutenants said 
today they look to it to counter open 
opposition to aiding Turkey on the 
p iri of some congressmen and an 
apparent lack of enthusiasm for the 
Turkish phase even among some 
supporters of President Truman’s 
program. 
The testimony was given behind 
closed doors last week by Edwin C. 
Wilson. United States ambassador 
to Turkey. The committee expects 
to make most of it public after the 
envoy makes some deletions. 
Significant Presentation 
One senator who asked that his 
name not be used told a reporter 
that Wilson's presentation was so 
significant that he concluded the 
president's program is based even 
more on military than on political 
considerations. 
Senators who heard Wilson said 
he testified, in effect, that Turkey 
remains the last strong government 
on the Mediterranean standing up 
against Russia. If Turkey should 
tumble, Wilson was quoted, then 
Iran, Iraq. Arabia and other nations 
would have to bow to Communist 
demands, throw I* 
*he Middle East 
wide open to Russia. 
Some $150,000. 
ut the $400,000 - 
000 funds asked by Mr. Truman 
would go to Turkey, all feu* military 
purposes. 
Wilson was quoted as testifying 
that the Russians have made it 
necessary for the Turks to maintain 
a large force by keeping their troops 
on the Turkish border but have not 
directly molested Turkey. 
Few Comm un isis la Turkey 
Senators said the Ambassador re­ 
ported that Turkey, unlike Greece, 
has few Communists within her 
borders and is not facing any in­ 
ternal upheavel unless the govern­ 
ment should become too weak fin­ 
ancially. 
Lincoln MacVeagh. United States 
ambassador to Greece, was said to 
have told committee members in the 
same session that the Communists 
are even stronger within Greece 
than had been supposed from re­ 
ports reaching this country. 
There King George's government 
is battling armed Communists guer­ 
rillas reputedly trained and equip­ 
ped 
outside 
the country. Mac-

Lewis Wants Krag Onsted 
Lewis called for Krug's ouster 
The United Mine Workers chief ac­ 
cused Krug of “criminal negligence'* 
as Federal Coal Mines Administra­ 
tor on the ground that he failed to 
enforce safety standards. 
Krug today issued this state­ 
ment: 
"The tragic explosion at Centra­ 
lia mine No. 5 has claimed IU vic­ 
tims, leaving their bereaved fami­ 
lies without their support. 
“My sympathy for them is too 
profound to permit me to debate or 
to gloss over their misery by engag­ 
ing in any press controversy over 
the catastrophe or its causes. 
“The facts will be known only up­ 
on the completion of the several 
Investigations of the disaster now 
under way by the special Senate 
committee, by the special boa id ap ­ 
pointed by the Governor of Illinois, 
and by the Bureau of Mines of the 
Department of the Interior. 
“As soon as possible I shall trans­ 
mit to Chairman Guy Cordon, of 
the Senate Committee, a report on 
the overall safety conditions in 
American soft coal mines and, so 
far as they are now known, in the 
Centralia mine.” 
Officials Scrutinise Situation 
Sen. Cordon (R-Ore.) is chairman 
of a Senate Public Lands Sub­ 
committee appointed to investigate 
mine safety. 
As reports from the coal fields 
indicated the miners are going to 
comply with Lewis' call for a shut­ 
down starting Tuesday, officials be­ 
gin a careful scrutiny of the situa­ 
tion. 
Some government officials who 
declined to be quoted by name said 
no legal action to halt the work 
stoppage Is expected. But both At­ 
torney General Clark and John F 
Sonnets assistant attorney general 
who handled the Lewis case in 
court, declined to commit them­ 
selves as to whether Lewis will be 
In the clear on his action until they 
have studied it further. Sonnett told 
a reporter he has formed no opin­ 
ion yet.

Remembers Many Events 
Miss McCormick recalled many 
interesting things. She remembered 
how her home, where she still lives, 
was used by General Kelly and Gen­ 
eral Cook for office headquarters, 
during the Civil War. and how the 
beautiful marble mantels there were 
covered to prevent them from being 
damaged or hauled away. She recalls 
how a celebration had been planned 
at the end of war, April 9. 1885, and 
word reached Cumberland about 
April 15. Candles were placed In the 
windows and flags were made ready 
to hang out. But when the decora­ 
tions were about to go up. word 
came that President Lincoln had 
been shot on April 14, and died 
April 15. The house was drapped In 
mourning. 
Keen of mind. and Interesting to 
talk with, Miss McCormick Is moat 
alert for her advanced years. 8he Is 
a little proud of her age. and said, 
"It Is a wonderful blessing to live to 
be 90 and see so many things hap­ 
pen.

She keeps trying to remember 
where the church got the commun­ 
ion aet, and ss she sat and held one 
of the cups, and gently brushed her 
hand over the silver wine pitcher, 
she shook her head and said, "they 
had It as long as I can remember, 
and I don't know where It came 
from." 
So. like the mystery of the wine 
that fills the cup. the origin of the 
silver communion service, long-since 
discarded for the Individual service, 
remains hidden in the darkness of 
the past. Yet its beauty remains. 
Its beauty and its simplicity, its 
memories, and the great symbolism 
it stands for remain. 
It la a treasure. It holds the 
prayers and thoughts of the little 
band which struggled to found the 
local church and the local commun­ 
ity. (Hi the rim of these cups, lips 
have uttered prayers for strength 
and guidance through national crisis, 
through community trials, through 
individual pains and misfortunes. 
Lips that are now stilled by Time, 
expressed their belief and devotion, 
and prayed to make the way better 
and easier for those who followed.

Twenty years Is a long time to 
let any unpleasant situation ride 
without doing anything decisive to 
try to better It. 
Unfortunately, many women with 
“problem h u s b a n d s ” apparently 
think they are doing something, 
when they acold and nag and quar­ 
rel, to get the husband to change 
his ways. But scolding is rarely 
decisive, and hardly ever aetites 
anything. Nor are tears and plead­ 
ings. Some sort of action is us­ 
ually necessary to polyp a difficult 
marital problem. 
Such action does not necessarily 
have to consist of leaving the diffi­ 
cult husband. Sometimes H simply 
means that the wife revise her own 
program and adopt a new one. I 
think 
the dissatisfied 
wife who 
writes me the following tetter needs 
to decide which course of action— 
whether to leave her husband or to 
revise her own program—would best 
solve her problem. As a m atter of 
fact, she seems to have made up 
her mind pretty definitely that she 
wishes to leave him, perhaps not 
having thought that she might 
adopt any alternative. 
After stating that idle has been 
married 20 years, and that in all 
that time she and her husband have 
never agreed on much of anything, 
sh# goes on to explain her chief 
grievances. 
One is that, when she Is ill. her 
husband is annoyed and unsympa­ 
thetic. He doesn’t want her to have 
a doctor, complaining about the 
cost, and he goes off and leaves her 
to take care of herself. Another 
grievance is that her mother-in-law 
is critical and rude to her, and her 
husband sides with 
his mother 
against his wife. The third diffi­ 
culty, and I should think the most 
serious of all. Is that he baa affairs 
with other women. 
Driven to desperation by all this, 
she once left her husband, but 
returned to him on his promise to 
mend his ways, which, of course, 
he never did. Now. she says, *T 
would like to know your opinion as 
to whether I should continue living 
with him or not. I don’t think 
should. I know I could live without 


I him and bp better satisfied, al­ 
though once I would have died for 
I him.** 
If this woman’s mind is made up 
as definitely as it seems to be, then 
all she wants from me, I suppose, 
is an opinion which would back up 
' the decision she has already made 
But if she Is really looking for sug­ 
gestions. then my idea would be 
that she might at least consider 
the alternative — that of recon 
structtng her own program of living 
— before leaving her husband for 
good. 
I am not necessarily advising her 


Marriage 


to do this. Instead o( leaving, but 
merely suggesting it as a possibility 
that she might like to try out first. 
Only she herself knows whether or 
not it would be worth trying, or lf 
the situation is so bad that she 
should make her decision to leave 
immediately. 
For what it may be worth to her, 
this is my idea of an experimental 
program for herself. She might set 
herself a time limit, say, six months

Truman Campaign Given 
Obvious Start By Doctor 
President Truman, according to his personal 
physician. General Wallace Graham, is an "iron man.* 
The obvious comment is that the 1948 Presidential 
cam paign now has been launched. 
But there is no doubt that the presidency of the 
United States has become a man-killing job. In the 
days before Wilson it wasn’t so bad. The federal 
government had not intervened in every activity of 
th e daily lives of the people. Federal expenditures 
were 3 per cent of what they are today. 
John Adams lived to be 90 Madison died at 85, 
Jefferson at 83, John Quincy Adams at 80. Van buren 
and Jackson at 78. But since then few Presidents 
have achieved the life expectancy they had when 
they were inaugurated. 
In this century, according to Census Bureau fig­ 
ures for life expectancy, Taft was the only President 
who achieved his expectancy at inauguration—aside 
from Hoover, who is still alive. 
Theodore Roosevelt was inaugurated when he was 
42. The average life expectancy for that age is 28. T. 
R lived only 18 years after 4iis inauguration. But 
T R. drove himself harder than do most men. 
Wilson should have lived 18 years after his in­ 
auguration. He lasted only ll. Harding lasted only 
two years. Coolidge lasted nine of the 21 he had 
a right to expect. Franklin Roosevelt lived 12 years 
instead of the 21 a man of 51 should look forward to. 
But he was a semi-invalid, whose physician described 
him as in robust health less than a year before his 
death. 
The administrative reorganization bill, with its 
provisions for "assistant presidents” and other devices 
to take some of the burden off a chief executive, may 
have changed the situation. But it is just as well that 
Mr. Truman is an "iron man.” And it wouldn’t be a 
bad idea for Republicans to test prospective Presi­ 
dential candidates for 1948 for iron.

DIAGNOSTIC INSTRUMENTS 
P 


HYSICIANS have many handy 
gadgets to help in diagnosis 
and treatment. The names are 
not difficult as the word “scope" 
I meaning, to inspect or view] Is 
usually prefaced by the organ to 
be studied. 
Thus for the eyes, we 
have the ophthalmoscope; the ears, 
the otoscope; 
the 
p h ary n x , 
the 
pharyngoscope; the colon, the sig­ 
moidoscope; and the bladder, the 
cystoscope. 
The gastroscope Is used to scan 
the inside of the stomach. 
This 
long, flexible tube, containing many 
lenses, has a tiny electric bulb at 
one end and an open piece at the 
other. The throat is anesthetized to 
curb gagging. Then the instrument 
Is passed into the mouth and follows 
the same pathway as our food I the 
esophagus), 
finally 
reaching 
the 
gastric pouch. 
With the light turned on. the gas- 
troscopist I the fellow who is peck­ 
ing! is able to see the interior of 
the structure. 
While the device is 
not exactly rigid, it cannot bend 
sufficiently to go around corners. 
Hence the operator is not able to 
see every nook and cranny. 
But 
this does not detract from the merit 
of the procedure because the greater 
part is still visible and can be ob­ 
served In detail. 
The gastroscope is not used cm 
every patient with digestive .symp­ 
toms. 
It Is recommended when a 
questionable or IU defined lesion 
has been discovered which needs 
additional scrutiny. 
Perhaps the 
X-rsy 
revealed 
an 
irregularity 
whirh has some of the characteris­ 
tics of an ulcer but could represent 
an unusual fold In the membrane, 
or even cancer. Sometimes the ex­ 
amination is necessary in those 
whose tests faU to explain their dis­ 
tress. 
Here it serves as a means 
of doing everything possible to track 
• down the source of trouble. 
The bronchoscope is related some­ 
what to the gastroscope except that 
it is utilized to explore the windpipe 
and bronchial tubes. The plan is 
valuable in investigating many lung 
conditions, including cancer 
Bits 
of suspected tumor tissue can be 
extracted and sent to the laboratory 
for analysis. 
This process is ex­ 
tremely important as malignancies 
of the lung are now cured by chest 
surgery and, before the patient is 
willing to consent to such an exten­ 
sive operation, a positive diagnosis 
gives the needed assurance that 
heroic measures are essential. 


The contrivance Is employed also 
in treatment. It has proved to be 
lifesaving in infants and youngsters 
who accidentally inhale a foreign 
body which obstructs the breathing 
passages. Every once in a while we 
read of a child being flown half way 
across the continent to a medical 
center where the article can be re­ 
moved. Experts in this field often 
accumulate an astonishing collec­ 
tion of unusual objects which they 
have fished out. 
Considerable Ingenuity is often 
required and now and then a safety 
pin, which is caught deep in a lung, 
must be closed before it can be 
taken out. A suction apparatus may 
be attached to the bronchoscope to 
draw out thick, tenacious mucus 
which is plugging the airways. 
It 
is possible to drain some lung ab­ 
scesses 
internally, 
thus 
sparing 
the victim a more serious operation 
from the outside. 


INSULIN PRODUCTION

developed in the body by eating and 
drinking the substances that insulin 
is made of?

Chemically, insulin is a complicat­ 
ed protein. All of the necessary in­ 
gredients are obtained thru the diet. 
These elements are put together in 
their proper form by the magic 
touch of the pancreas. In the dia­ 
betic, however, the gland lacks this 
ability, hence your plan would not 
be practible.

WASHINGTON. March 30—For 
months operators of race tracks, 
roller-coaster and gambling casinos 
have been letting veterans housing 
take a back seat while they thumb­ 
ed their noses at building controls. 
Tomorrow (March 31) however, the 
famous Tanforan Race Track near 
Palo Alto. Calif., is scheduled for 
a slapdown from forthright U. S. 
Judge George B. Harris in San 
Francisco. 


Behind this Is some highly 
Interesting background showing 
how a little group et men, lf 
saffieientlr ruth leas, can gfvo 
the Government the runaround, 
while the hays wha lived In fox­ 
holes continue to pound tho 
pavements looking for apart­ 
ments. 


The story begins back last June 
2 and June 22 when this columnist 
called the attention of Civilian Pro­ 
duction officials to the wklescaie 
thwarting of building controls by 
the Tanforan Race Track and sug­ 
gested that 
something 
be 
done 
about ft. 
Something was done—despite the 
screams of anguish from the race­ 
track boys, who not only denied 
this 
column's 
allegations 
but 
threatened a libel suit and all sorts 
of other dire confluences. 
Civilian Production o f f i c i a l s 
promptly issued an order stopping 
the use of new building materials 
In the reconstruction of the track 
which had been used by the Navy 
during the war. To some builders 
this action would have been suffi­ 
cient to remind them of their al­ 
leged patriotism. They would have 
remembered all the fine wartime 
promises made to the boys who 
were winning 
battles, 
and 
hung 
their heads in shame. But not the 
Tanforan Race Track crowd. To 
them watching the ponies romp 
home and listening to the cash 
refuter click was much more im­ 
portant 
than 
keeping 
wartime 
pledges. 
Appealing To'Washington 
So they appealed the Govern­ 
ment's order, and again were turned 
down. Then they appealed a second 
time, going into Federal Court to 
ask that the Government’s order 
be set aside. In October U. 8. 
Judge Adolphus St. Sure said NO. 
Tanforan was permitted to use Its 
own salvage materials, but nothing 
more. 
But the Tanforan race track- 
eteers were avaricious, also ten­ 
acious. In December they filed a 
new appeal in San Francisco and 
also went over local officials’ heads 
to Washington. And though Wash­ 
ington turned them down, they 
quietly went 
ahead 
with 
their 
building plans, spending an alleged 
total of $300,000 on new materials 
during the period they were under 
orders not to spend anything.* 
For some strange reason, how­ 
ever, the Government did nothing 
about this—not until very recently. 
Criminal Action At Reno 
At Reno, Nevada, however, offi­ 
cials were more forthright. On June 
22, this column reported that lum­ 
ber from the Tanforan Race Track 
“went to build a gambling house 
at Lake Tahoe. Nev., owned in part 
by E. W. Heple, Ta.iforan's con­ 
tractor. The Tanforan people claim­ 
ed all this lumber went to vet­ 
erans.” the Merry-Oo-Round stated. 
•’but this is not true Actually part 
of it went go the gambling joint 
in direct violation of a CPA order.” 


—despite the repeated orders of the 
Federal Government. Their flout­ 
ing of the Government appeared 
so willful that rumor got around 
that they had an "in" with some­ 
body very high up. 
So far this rumor is unconfirmed. 
It remains a fact, however, that 
while criminal action was brougm 
by the U. S. District Attorney in 
Reno, no criminal move was maue 
by officials in San Francisco. 


Finally, however, officials be­ 
stirred themselves and started 
civil action. Instead of punish­ 
ing Tanforan for their willful 
violations, the Civilian Fred ac­ 
tion Administration merely aah­ 
ed Judge Harris for an Injunc­ 
tion to stop banding operations. 
The injunction was granted. 


This was on Feb. 14. But even 
an injunction by a Federal Court 
did not seem to faze the race-track 
boys. For on March 21, Judge Harris 
cited Tanforan officials for con­ 
tempt of court for allegedly will­ 
fully violating his restraining order. 
The hearing on this violation take* 
place today. 
Passing The Buck 
However, the interesting thing 
about this contempt citation was 
that the Judge himself Initiated it. 
He ordered the 
U. 
S. 
Attorney, 
Prank J. Hennessy, to prepare the 
citation. CPA officials apparently 
were standing on the sidelines do­ 
ing nothing about Tanforan's con­ 
tinued use of building materials. 


so the alert judge decided to move 
himself. 
U. S. Attorney Hennessy. asked 
why he had not prosecuted toe 
Tanforan crowd, 
explained: 
"We 
had received no report on the vio­ 
lation. We are not supposed to 
make investigations, but to prose­ 
cute after the investigation is made, 
and we get a report on it." 
CPA officials in San Francisco, 
when asked why they hadn t recom­ 
mended prosecution, said: 


“All oar reports have gone to 
Washington. We have referred 
everything to Washington for 
their decision." 


Asked whether it was usual to 
let an offender off with civil action 
rather than criminal punishment. 
CPA officials again passed the buck 
to Washington. 
In Washington CPA counsel Har­ 
old Price admitted that the Tan­ 
foran report was on his desk and 
explained that it was such a lengthy 
document he had not had time 
to study it. 
Told of San Francisco rumors 
that someone high-up had tipped 
off the Tanforan racing fraternity 
that there would be no criminal 
prosecution if they ignored building 
controls. Price said: “They never 
got any such indication from us." 


Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that far soma unexplained rea­ 
son thoro has been no criminal 
action against Tanforan.

A bill prohibiting the solicitation 
of marriages in Allegany County has 
passed the House of Delegates fol­ 
lowing its introduction earlier th to Sears ago where he was employed 
month by Delegate John T. Fey. 
The bill, which has been sent to 
the Senate, would make it “unlawful 
for any person or persons to solicit 
any person or persons contemplat­ 
ing matrimony, in, upon or about 
any public buildings, street or high­ 
way of Allegany County, for the 
purpose of either performing the 
marriage ceremony himself or of 
bringing, taking, or directing said 
person or persons contemplating 
matrimony to another person for 
the purpose of performing saki cere­ 
mony/’ 
Fev’s measure also makes it “un­ 
lawful for any person or persons 
to loiter in. upon, or about any 
public building or any street, pave­ 
ment. or highway in said county 
for the purpose of soliciting to per­ 
form the marriage ceremony of any 
person or persons contemplating 
matrimony, or for the purpose of 
soliciting to bring, take or direct said 
person . . . to another person or 
persons for the performance of saki 
seremony of matrimony.” 
Violations of the provisions of the 
•ct would be punishable by a fine 
af $10 to $50 or not more than 60 
days in jail, or both. The measure 
would become effective June I. 
Such a bill was sought by Cum­ 
berland ministers. 
Another WH passed by the House 
would provide for sanitation dis­ 
tricts in the county, but would pro­ 
hibit the right of a sanitation cotn- 
mistuon to condemn water systems 
and property in the towns of Frost­ 
burg and Westernport. Residents of 
comm unities in which sanitation dis­ 
tric ts would be proposed would have 
the right to express their opinions 
In a referendum. 
Also passed by the House are two 
Senate bills in connection with vot­ 
ing machines In Allegany County. 
One measure makes the use of the 
machines mandatory in 104$ and 
the other directs the County Com­ 
missioners to borrow up to $140,000 
to buy the machines. A delegation 
amendment would not allow pay­ 
ments an the borrowed money to 
exceed $7,090 in any one year. The 
bill awaits the Governor’s signature.

History Is wrapped In numerous 
unusual objects. 
It Is found In 
strange places and In strange things. 
And the history of Cumberland is no 
exception. Delving into the past is 
an interesting pastime, and can 
sometimes be pumllng and discon­ 
certing. 
The history of churches 
and church possessions are most us­ 
ually closely related to the actual 
history of a community and Its peo­ 
ple. The history of the First Pres­ 
byterian Church here la no excep­ 
tion. 
A couple of weeks ago, lire. Wil­ 
liam A. Eisenberger. wife of the pas­ 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church, 
ound an old paper box, under the 
eves in the attic of the church manse 
at 222 Washington Street. 
When 
she opened It, she discovered on old­ 
fashioned, five-piece communion set. 
blackened and tarnished with age. 
The set, a large silver pitcher 
and four communion cups, was tak­ 
en to James Elder, who cleaned H up 
and Identified it aa Sheffield silver. 
He said It Is very rare, very old and 
highly valuable. 
Displayed at the regular com­ 
munion service at the church two 
weeks ago, the oldest members of 
the congregation remember it, but 
none can recall how It was acquir­ 
ed or from whence It came. 


Mias Ethel Moffett, daughter of 
the late Rev. James R. Moffatt, D. 
D., who served aa pastor of the 
church for over 50 years, declared 
she remembers it, but has forgotten 
why it was stored in the attic, ex­ 
cept that it was no longer used.

1947, and on 
May 18. she will have been a mem­ 
ber of the First Preflbyterian Church

Exceedingly alert far one of her 
years, she recalls many Interesting 
riling* about the church and the 
community.

At the present tin e there a rt 
64 children, living in 24 foetor homes 
throughout the county. Rates for 
them will be increased as follows: 
Board per month for long-time 
care will be $30 as compared to tho 
former figure of $21; for temporary 
care, the monthly rate h ts been 
raised to $35 from $20; and for 
specialized care, the monthly rata 
has been increased to $27AO from 
the former rate of $20. 
During the past year, from March, 
1946, to the preset*. $2 children 
were cared for and me board spent 
a total of $16,384.75,

board funds to care for their child­ 
ren.
